Toronto, May 28.— Fruit and vege 
tables are the only crops reported to have 
been damaged by frosts in Ontario. 
Grapes suffered most. Snow fell in many 
places west of Toronto yesterday. 

Loxpox, May 20.—The Earl of Zealand 
has signified bis intention of accepting 
the viceroyship of Ireland in place of 
Londonderry, resigned. 

Orrawa, May 29.—C. H. Rose, of 
Chatham, who has been here for some 
time past negotiating the sale of a patent 
nut lock to the Canadia Pacific and In- 
tercolonial Railways was found dead this 
evening in the bathroem off his bedroom 
in the Russell Hotel. Deceased was last 
seen alive about 9 o’cluck this morning. 
The bathroom door was closed at eleven 
o’clock but no notice was taken of it and 
finding it again closed about 6 o'clock, it 
was broken open and Mr. Rose found 
dead on the floor. He must have died 
without a struggle, as the face was quite 
natural. Mr. Rose was also interested 
in the phosphate mines. He was about 
sixty years of age and leaves a family in 
n Chatham. The body was taken to the 
morgue and the sad intelligeuce tele 
graphed to his relatives. 

Orrawa, May 29.—All the printers» 
pressmen, bookbinders and others inclu- 
ding foremen, employed in the Govern - 
ment printing Uureau, received a circular 
as they were leaving off work this even- 
ing informing thein that their engage- 
ments would terminate on the 30th June 
next. It was signed by Mr. A. Senecal, 
superintendent of the bureau. The rea- 
son given was the organization of a new 
bureau which will be finished sometime 
in July. A foot - note added to the cir- 
cular, requested those who wished to re- 
main in the employ of the Government 
to make application for their position 
between now and the 30th of June. ; 

The Dept. of Marine and Fisheries is 
yet without any official information as to 
the despatch of war ships to the Behring 
Sea by England or the United States.

The experiment of executing cap- 
ital punishment by electricity will 
soon be tried in New York State in 
a practical manner. The first victim 
will be Wm. Kemmeler, who mur- 
dered his mistress in Buffalo, March 
29th. The sentence will be carried 
into effect at Auburn State prison. 
The judge sentencing the criminal 
simply names the week in which the 
execution shall occur, which must 
not be until four weeks, but must be 
within eight weeks after the sentence 
The prisoner 1s taken to Auburn 
within ten days after the sentence, 
and there kept until the end. ‘The 
warden fixes the day and hour for 
the execution, but the fact is not 
made public. Those present at the 
execution are to include but a few 
officials and scientists, and all news- 
papers are forbidden to publish a 
report of the event. The newspapers 
generally flont and deride the last 
feature of the law, and express a de- 


termination to defeat it.
